Senator Frye was duly chosen presi- 
dent pro tempore during the last con- 
gress, and his tenure of office extends 
until the election of his successor.

Vice President’s Only Duty. 

The cnly duties performed by the act- 
ing vice president of the United States, 
of covrse, are those of the president of 
the senate, as the only official function 
of the vice president ‘s to preside over 
the deliterations of that body. Since the 
enactment of the so-cilled Hoar law, be- 
cause the senator from Massachusetts is 
its authcr, the suczession to the presi- 
dency cf the United States in case of 
death or resignation of the president and 
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of both the president and vice president 
has been provided for with equal clear- 
ness. Until that law was passed, there 
was a hiatus that might have brought 
about a most embarrassing situation; and 
perhaps so serious as to leave the na- 
tion without an executive head. Article 
2, section 1, of the constitution of the 
United States is as follows: 

“In case of thg removal cf the presi- 
dent from office, or of his death, resigna- 
tion or inability to discharge the duties 
of said office, tiga same shall devolye on 
the vice president, and the congress may 
by law provide for the case of removal, 
death, resignation or inability both of the 
president and vice p¥esident, declaring 
what officer shall then act as president, 
and svch officer shall act accordingly 
until the disability be removed or a pres. 
ident shall be elected.” 

The Hoar law, approved January, 1886, 
filed the gap which had so long existed, 
by providing for the pres#dential succes- 
sion after the death, resignation or in- 
ability of both the president and vite 
president in order as follows: 

“The vecretary of State, the secretary 
cf the treasury, then the secretary of 
war. attorney genera!, postmaster ‘een- 


eral, secretary of the navy and secretary

SKETCH OF HOBART’s LIFE, 


created since 


Washington, November 21.—Garret <A 
Hobart was eminently successful, both in 
business and Politics. His reputation as 
a man of affairs and one of the shrewd- 
est business men in the country, was 
perhaps greater than his reputation as a 
political leader and statesman. until his 
election to the vice presidency, three 
years ago. 

Mr. Hobart was born in 1844 at Long 
Branch, N. J. His ancestors on his fath- 
et’s side were English, and on his moth- 
er's side Dutch. Thirty-three years ago 
he was graduated from Rutgers college 
and began teaching school. Three months 
later he entered upon the study of law 
with Socrates Tuttle, a prominent lawyer 
in Passaic county, and who was at that 
time mayor of Paterson.

nence. In 1869 he was admit¥ed to the bar, 
and the same year he married the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Tuttle. Mr. Hobart made his 
way rapidly to the bar of his native state 
and his bent led him early into politics. 
In 1871 he was made city counsel of Pater- 
son and in 1872 was elected to the state 
assembly, of which body he wag chosen 
speaker the following vear. 

Even during these early years he dis- 
played that accurate knowledge of men 
and exhibited that wonderful executive 
ability which were the key of his later 
success, both in business and politics. 

At the end of his second year in the 
assembly he retired “to devote himself 
to the law and to the numerous business 
interests with which he had become iden- 
tified. But the demands of his party 
would not admit of his remaining long in 
private life, and in 1876 he was elected to 
the state senate, of which body he was 
chosen president in 1881. During his ser- 
vice in the senate he was chairman of 
the judiciary committee and was the au- 
thor of many measures of importance 
which are now on the statute books of the 
State of New Jersey. 


Head of Party Organization. 


His party became more and more exact- 
ing in its demands upon him. He was 
recognized as a safe and guiding hand 
and from 1880 to 1891 he was at the head 
of the state republiican organization of 
New Jersey, and as such planned some 
of the most brilliant campaigns conduct- 
From 1884 


republican committee and had much to 
do with the management of the national 
campaigns during those twelve years, 
During all these years his business con- 
nections became broader and broader. 
His keen insight into affairs made his 
advice and counsel of such value that he 
‘was sought after by some of the largest 
corporations. in the country and at the 
time of his election as vice president he 
was a director in no less than sixty dif- 
ferent companies. 

Probably the greatest business hener 
which he attained was his selection as 
one of the three arbitrators of the Joint 
Traffic Association, composed of thirty- 
seven of the most prominent trunk lines 
of the country. Through his business 
connections and his law practice he built 
up a large fortune. 

After his nomination and election to the 
vice presidency on the ticket headed by 
Mr. McKinley he came to Washington 
and took up -his residence in the old Cam- 
oren mansion, adjoining the site of the 
historic old Seward house, on Lafayette 
square, where Blaine died. Mr. Hobart’s

It had 
been the habit of most vice presidents to 
refer closely disputed points of order to 
the senate for decision: Mr. Hobart, how- 
ever, usually decided all such questions 
himself, especially if they involved par- 
liamentary law, and the rules did not pro- 
vide for decision by the senate. He was 
quick in disposing of business at his desk, 
and proceedings were never delayed 
through any indecision on his part. His 
firm and impartial manner won the re- 
spect of all senators, while his genia! and 
pleasant disposition made him one of 
the most popular men who ever filled the 
high office which his death leaves va- 
cant.

London, November 22, 5, 4. m.—The 
crrouncement from Durban that commu- 
nication with Estcourt is interrupted 
seems to confirm the belief that a Boer 
ccmmand has established itself at Wil- 
lcw Grange or near the Mooi river, and 
has cut the telegraph wires.

Rochester, November 19.—From criti- 
cisms that have appeared in the press of 
the country since the so-called ‘‘Roberts

The idea was that of Mrs. Sara T. Kin- 
ney, of Connecticut, who, being assem- 
bled with a number of other representa- 
tive women from al] parts of the coun- 
try at Mrs, Peel’s residence on the last 
day of the exposition, spoke so heartily 
of the beautiful friendships formed by 


‘the exposition and wished for some per- 


manent memorial of an intercourse so 
pleasant. After much discussion it was 
resolved that the children of the United 
States, assisted by their friends, be 
urged to erect in. Atlanta a beautiful 
tower, a thing of beauty with a chime of 
thirteen bells. Extensive arrangements 
were made by the Atlanta committee to 
carry out this plan. Plans for skeleton 
steel towers; faced with stone, estimates 
of bells, etc., were laboriously got to- 
gether, while a beginning was made by 
giving a few small entertainments. Those 
at the head of it soon found that there 
was not a foot of ground in the city cen- 
trally located that would answer’ the 
purpose. An ornate arch, spanning the 
Street leading to the exposition at Ma- 
rietta street, was discussed, but was not 
thought advisable. In the meantime a 
considerable subscription to this purpose 
Was raised by Mrs. Peel and Mrs. Hagan, 
Which was never called for, but which 
Was considered null and void, as the 
particular object for which the subscrip- 
tions were obtained did not materialize. 
The idea of building a public monument 
in Atlanta was still contemplated, how- 
ever, with the fund then on hand.
